They were just one game away from State. The Pirates managed to take 
it all the way to the top with only the State Finals left. Semi-State required 
playing two games in the same day. Armond Baskin, '00, who was a guard Aorward 
explained the loss, "We were very fatigued, and everyone was exhausted after the 
first game."

O n your mark, get set, go! This year's team was a lot smaller compared to previous years, 
but that did not mean they were weak and did accomplish their goals. “If we all are in 
the right mind set we are a dangerous team," explained Troy Sutton, ‘99. 

The teams' only weakness was the plague of injuries that took over the team. Distance runner 
Donald Hennessy, had a hurt ankle throughout most of the indoor season. Merrillville's only pole 
volter, Andy Tancos, also was injured after hurting his ankle in practice. 

The teams' strength was that each member has their heart into their events. They wanted to win. 
Depth also helped the team because a lot of sophomores and juniorsstepped up and filled the 
gaps caused by the injuries 

The team’s highlight of the season was the win at the Highland Relays. Montrelll Person broke 
several records at the Highland Relays also. 

The team prepared for their meets by practicing everyday, except for Sundays, for about two to 
two and a half hours. The team worked together to obtain their goals and got along without any 
major problems. Sutton remarked , “We will step up a lot because we don't fold under pressure.”

Person 
and Sutton advanced in the 300 low hurdles. Demetrius Clark, '00, went to Regionals in the long 
jump and Ben Daniels, '0 1 , in the high jump. MHS only pole valulter, Andy Tancos, '00, made it 
out also. David Neville, '02, Sutton, Person, and Clark are going to regionals in the 4x 1 00. 

After the Duneland Athletic Conference the Pirates won by three points in the 1 999 Sectional 
and were crowned Sectional Champs. Coach Johnston said, “The best thing about sectionals 
was that we were picked second and kids all came through to win it." All events were very 
different. Three boys’ went to state in four separate competitions. Those events included the 
high jump, long jump, I 1 0 meter high hurdles, and 300 meter hurdles. Montrell Person had 
been undefeated this season in the hurdle events. Everyone on team .however, set personal 
records by the end of the year.

Kosovo 

NATO ADMITS BOMBING KOSOVO TO THE 
DISMAY OF LOCAL SERBS. 


Qg At first NATO extended its deadline 
^ for airstrikes against Yugoslavia be- 

S cause President Slobodan Milosevic 
agreed to comply with international 
demands to send 2,000 foreign 
monitors into the war torn Kosovo 
^ province. 

Q Nevertheless, the alliance wanted 
^ to keep about 400 war planes 
■ ready because they didn’t really be- 
lieve that Milosevic would stick to 
^ the deal. 

More than a thousand people were 
killed and hundreds of thousands of 
others made homeless since 
Milosevic began his crackdown on 
Kosovo. Kosovo was 90 percent 
ethnic Albanian and most residents 
wanted independence. 

At the same time, the rebel ethnic 


Albanian Kosovo Liberation Army 
killed more than 200 Serb police- 
men, Serb civilians and ethnic Alba- 
nians loyal to Milosevic's govern- 
ment. 

Americans and Europeans opposed 
the militants’ demand for indepen- 
dence for fear it would lead to fur- 
ther unrest inthe area. 

Then the end of March, the U.S. 
admitted bombing Kosovo. Offi- 
cials said that NATO’s air assault on 
Yugoslavia was pressing ahead with 
an intensified targeting of Serb 
troop concentrations in Kosovo. 

President Clinton said the NATO 
campaign was focused on "an ex- 
panded range of targets, including 
Serbian forces on the ground in 
Kosovo." 


He said the alliance was behind the 
strategy of diminishing Milosevic’s 
military capacity until he agreed to 
peace in Kosovo. 

Vice Admiral Scott Fry, director of 
operations for the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said NATO had no illusions 
that its airstrikes would stop the 
Serbs’ house-to-house pillaging of 


ethnic Albanians in Kosovo. 

In the Northwest Indiana and in 
Chicago, Serbians protested the 
bombing of Kosovo. Some Serbian 
churches held services for Ameri- 
can Serbs, many of whom still had 
extended family living in Yugoslavia. 
Others spoke out to the news me- 
dia or wrote letters to the editor.

and one teacher and wounded 23 
others before killing themselves.

Star Wars 


The force was with us once again as 
Star Wars fans were already going 
crazy over the new two-minute 
trailer which opened right before the 
Thanksgiving holiday. The trailer 
gave fans a glimpse of probably the 
most anticipated movie of all time. 
The movie titled, Star Wars: Episode 
I - The Phantom Menace was the first 
episode of the new prequel trilogy 
created by George Lucas for the first 
Star Wars movie produced in over 
1 5 years. 

The movie was set 40 years before 
Anakin Skywalker became the evil 
lord, Darth Vader; the formation of 
the Empire; where the Jedi Knights 
were the guardians of peace in the 
Old Republic, and the dark side of 
the force. In other words, the movie 
was about on how everything be- 
gan really. 

The trailer showed scenes from the 
movie, such as the first meeting of 
Anakin and Obi-Wan Kenobi, Anakin 
being brought to the Jedi council be-

The movie had a May 21,1 999 re- 
lease, with Episodes 2 and 3 coming 
out in 2002 and 2005. 

The trailer itself caused a buzz about 
what the entire prequel trilogy would 
be like.

I t's one of those things. Everyone’s got to do it. 
However, most students filled their Health and Safety 
requirements during their freshman or sophomore 
year. 

Nevertheless, every once in awhile, there was a lone 
senior making up the semester of health that somehow 
was forgotten until the last minute. Embarrassing as it 
might be, there was no way around it. 

Health teachers Greg Pierson and Maggie Lain worked 
closely together to ensure that all students learned the 
same things. 

Students learned about their bodies. They studied the 
major systems which make up the body and the func- 
tions of each system. Students also focused on how to 
keep each part of their body healthy. 

A highlight of the semester for many of the students was 
learning to do CPR. The students’ study of first aid and 
CPR concluded with receiving their American Red Cross 
Certification Cards.

learn how their reproductive system worked; they had 
to learn about STD’s (sexually transmitted diseases), and 
AIDS. They studied how such diseases were contracted 
and how they could be avoided. They learned that the 
best way to keep from getting AIDS or STD’s was by 
abstinence. 

The damage that smoking, drugs, and alcohol could do 
to their bodies was another major topic. Students stud- 
ied about the negative effects these addictions could have 
on their lives and the lives of those close to them. 

Students also learned that the way to be healthy in their 
old age was to learn and practice good health habits 
now. Although most teens were not worried about 
when they got old, the idea made sense to some health 
conscious students. 

Good nutrition was an important part of the unit as stu- 
dents learned about eating healthy food. A healthy diet 
was important even if they were eating out. 

Dieting was another serious subject since many of today 's 
teens had gone on a diet at least once. Students learned 
that dieting could lead to major health problems. 

Many teens had a poor self image which led then toeating 
disorders such as anorexia nervous and bulimia. This 
was a serious consideration because many students 
wanted to be like the thin, beautiful stars that they saw 
in their favorite television shows or in their favorite 
movies.

Students and teachers both enjoy the idea of field trips be- 
cause these outings can be considered fun and educational. 


Business Law and Internet teacher Andy Niksich liked to 
take classes on a field trip once a semester. Niksich 
commented, "I want to show my students how the 
classroom knowledge applies to the real world.” 

Some students believed that the number of field trips stu- 
dents took were limited this year. However, Principal 
Evelyn Ennsmann explained, “Field trips are not limited, 
but must serve a purpose, extension, or insight to the 
student's lesson in order to make the field trip necessary." 


She also pointed out that the school had to consider that 
the cost was important because it had to pay for substi- 
tutes and transportation. 

Ennsmann added that field trips not only effected those 
going on the trip, but also those who were left behind. 
“With substitutes (instead of the regular teacher) and 


students not present in class you have to realize every- 
one involved is missing out on their 
education, “concluded Ennsmann. 

Inspite of the disadvantages, some teachers and stu- 
dents believed that field trips were important. Dana 
Miller, '99, said, "I feel we should take more field trips 
because you learn more. Field trips make things more 
interesting because sitting in the classroom day after day 
listening to the teachers lecture gets old after twelve 
years!” 

If we imagined a fantasy world where field trips did not 
have a price tag for the school, many people had sug- 
gestions for possible trips. Niksich would love to go to 
Wall Street in New York City. He feels it would "show 
the students how exciting the world of business really 
is." 

Suzana Radiceski had another idea,”l think the foreign 
language teachers should be allowed to take their stu- 
dents to the country of the language that they are study- 
ing! This way students would be able to get the full ef- 
fect of speaking and listening skills.” 

Since Merrillville won’t be seeing these make believe 
field trips anytime soon; students had even more of a 
reason to savor every trip they took this year.

THE MISCONCEPTION OF GOVERNMENT AND ECONOMICS

Students had the misconception that Government 
and Economics were hard classes. Seniors had to 
take these classes because they were required by 
law. Students who were in junior honors classes 
could also take them. 

In Government classes, students learned about the 
United States governmental system, past and cur- 
rent events happening in the government, and 
how the system worked. 

The majority of the students did not find Govern- 
ment very hard. “If you take notes and listen, then 
the class will not be hard", said Erica Brown, ‘99. 
The Government teachers are Diane Mandon, Pat 
Mulloy, and Craig Stafford. 

Like Government, Economics was required by law. 
Economics was split into two different courses, one 
was Economic Theory and the other course was 
Consumer Economics. Economic Theory was a 
course that intended for students who planned to 
go to college. Economic Theory was a class about 
Micro and Macro Economics that were used in a 
market economy, and it also looked at labor, busi- 
ness, banking, and government. Students also 
learned about the stock market and how much 
they gained or lost on their stock, and also learn 
howto budget. 


Most people took this class in the summer before they 
were seniors so it would not be as hard. Students only 
took it because it was required, but they also learned. 
Whitney Ross 99' said, “I took Economic Theory be- 
cause it is required, but I did learn a lot.” 

Consumer Economics was concerned with the rights 
of the consumer in the United States. Students learned 
about the theories of borrowing and purchasing, and 
also, in this class students looked at the lending and 
consumer protection laws. This class was on the cur- 
rent events, and the economic affect on the United 
States. 

Both Government and Economics classes were semes- 
ter courses. Taking them in summer school allowed the 
student to have his credits for those two classes and 
not have to take it in the fall. Also, students found that 
taking Government and Economics classes in the sum- 
mer was the best thing to do because they could con- 
centrate more on those two classes. It was easier to 
have two subjects that seemed to be hard out of the 
way, so when you come back to school in the fall you 
have two classes out of the way and you can have two 
more to add to your schedule. Taking these classes 
helped students a lot with college because in college 
you will have to take these classes.

Do you like designing things? One class that will 
help more than others is CAD. 

CAD stands for "Computer Aided Design.” It was an 
important class for anyone interested in going into ar- 
chitecture, engineering or many other technology 
fields. Knowledge of CAD could lead to a career as a 
CAD drafter, a Lead CAD Drafter, or as a CAD/CAM 
specialist as well. 

In CAD students used the computer system instead of 
pencils, t-squares and drafting boards to create various 
drawings. 

According to CAD teacher Mike Krutz, the students did 
three view drawings, house floor plans, house eleva- 
tions, working drawings, isometric drawings, and laser 
projects in the class. 

Krutz enjoyed teaching the class. He added the best 
part about teaching the class was that, "Every student is 
different in terms of [CAD] abilities so it makes it chal- 
lenging to meet the needs of every student.” 

Schools today strived to teach students the skills they 
would need in the business world. That was one of the 


reasons Krutz recommended the class. He said, “CAD 
allows students the opportunity to learn and use 
Autocad software which is the leader in the CAD indus- 
try.” 

Students signed up to take CAD for a variety of reasons. 
CAD student Olympia Anthony, ‘99, scheduled the 
class because she "heard it was easy.” Once she was in 
the class she found that wasn’t necessarily the case. 

She said that her favorite project in the class was making 
the house plan. Students were assigned to make a 
house plan for their dream house. 

Anthony added, “You had to know exact measure- 
ments.” She also said that the project involved making 
decisions on furniture placement and a lot of typing. 

Other students took the class because they were de- 
bating about a career in the field . They thought that the 
class would give them a little insight into whether they 
would be happy doing CAD as a permanent job. 

They were pleased that the variety of assignments gave 
them a good look at the types of things they would be 
required to do in the future.

Most students struggled during their high school years 
wondering what they were going to do with themselves 
after graduation. There were a few students who were 
fortunate to have already taken their first steps to pre- 
pare for their future. Where did they discover such a 
great opportunity? At a sky blue house at 5871 
McKinley. It was here that MHS’s Building Trades class 
could be found laying floor tile, hanging dry wall, and ba- 
sically piecing together the neccessary pieces of a house. 


The Building Trade’s class consisted of a small group of 
Merrillville students, all males, who learned an overview 
of all the different trades. Some of the trades included 
carpenter, electrician, painter, and bricklayer. The stu- 
dents traveled on a bus to the house everyday, which 
was where the dirty work began. Some of the guys 
were at the house first through third hours, while the 
rest of the students worked on the house fourth 
through sixth hours. 

Teacher Bob Mackoyak, who has taught the class for 
two years now, said that Building Trades “gives students 
a chance to try different occupations before they gradu- 
ate." Keith Hosier ‘00 said, "It is a good chance to learn 
something that I will always be able to use.” 


Gutirrez '99, "Companies all around the trades are 
interested in apprentices coming out of high school. 

Building Trades was a class for anyone. Even though 
the class this year was one hundred percent male, 
this class had also been for girls too. The guys all 
agreed that there would be no discrimination to- 
wards any girls who took the class, but that there 
would be a lot of attention focused on her because 
you did not see very many female construction 
workers. Gutierrez felt that no matter what gender 
a person was, people gave you the respect to get 
the job done. 

Steve Minchuk claimed,” If you do not have the book 
smarts then you can still do this!” “You just need to 
be somewhat good with math and good with your 
hands,” explained Jason Sanchez, ‘99. Mackovyak 
believed the class built good self esteem, while Ryan 
Scott, '99, described the course as “laidback, while 
at the same time preparing for the future.” 

Besides landing a job, these students could then 
build their own home someday. Gutierrez com- 
mented, ‘After a good 1 0 to 15 years, it would not 
be hard to construct a house of your own.” 


It was true that these skills would be useful considering 
the majority of trade students land jobs after graduation, 
which did not require them to continue schooling. “You 
get a chance to work for big companies, and gain expe- 
rience for more and more jobs, explained Larry 


What more could you ask for? Guaranteed oppor- 
tunities, and the creation of your own house. Any- 
one who was good with his hands, this might be the 
right path for you.

Students in Photography I learned about photo-imagery 
as an artform. They also learned that photo-imagery can 
be done both with and without a camera. 

Before they could learn to shoot photos, students first 
learned the parts of their cameras and how those parts 
worked together to take the picture. Then they learned 
how to manually set the cameras according to the light 
available and also according to their distance from the 
object being photographed. 

They also learned the basics of composition and design 
including depth of field, which is when the subject being 
photographed is in focus but the background gets out of 
focus the farther away it gets. Students then shot assign- 
ments demonstrating their knowledge of the basics of 
design and composition. 

Once students had learned about their cameras and how 
to shoot the images, they learned to develop and print 
the black and white photos. With practice and experi- 
mentation students learned the correct number of sec- 
onds each print required to bring out the best contrast 
in the photo. 

The semester long Photography II class concentrated 
on refining the skills that students learned in Photogra- 
phy I. Students did more challenging projects demon- 


strating their understanding and use of the principles of 
design. They also learned more complex darkroom 
techniques like solarization. 

Students who completed the first year of photography 
classes had the option to sign up for a second year of 
photography. Photography 3 and 4 introduced the stu- 
dents to the skills needed to succeed as a photojournal- 
ist. This meant a type of photography which involved 
action instead of shooting still pictures of things. 

Students learned about the importance of action and 
reaction. Pictures of the reaction to an event often pro- 
duced better, more interesting facial expressions. 

Photojournalism also involved shooting pictures at vari- 
ous sports events, which involved having a good enough 
understanding of the sport being photographed to an- 
ticipate where the action was going to occur. 

Photographing sports also meant using the correct film 
and shutter speeds to stop the action without blurring. 
Sometimes this was done by mastering a process called 
"pushing" the film. Once students pushed the film, they 
had to learn the correct way to develop and print the 
"pushed” film. 

Early in the year, Photography 3 and 4 students also had 
the opportunity to shoot some pictures for the news- 
paper and the yearbook before they moved on to other 
challenging projects.

What class was about "the processes that shape our en- 
vironment?” Earth Science was the class, of course. 
This class discussed “the structure, contents, and 
changes in the solid earth, the earths’ oceans, the 
earth’s atmosphere, and the universe which earth is a 
part of." This class, even speculated how humankind 
may have evolved into its present state. 

Maryetta Petras and Sally Morgan were the only two 
teachers who taught Earth Science last year. Morgan had 
been teaching Earth Science for one year, but had been 
teaching at Merrillville for 26 years. Petras had been 
teaching earth science for two years. She, unlike Morgan 
who teaches Earth Science for only one class period, 
spends five class hours a day teaching it. Petras said, “No, 
I'm not bored teaching earth science all day because I 
really like my subject and each class is different." 

Students needed to have at least one prior science class 
to take Earth Science. Basic math skills were also nec- 
essary. A student should have been interested in the 
“physical world” and have been curious about why and 
how things have happened. They should also have 
wanted to study the earth, design and carry out experi- 
ments, as well as use computers to research and ana- 
lyze data. With these basic skills, last year’s earth sci- 
ence students made the best out of the class. 


Earth science was very interesting and also fun. In fact, 
last year, students completed a lab/inquiry into the 
weather on the Internet. With this available, they were 
able to access current weather data. The class even 
completed an earth materials heat lab, a mineral identi- 
fication lab, and a project on growing crystals. Petras 
added, “I’d like to do more of those types of activities." 

Another aspect that helped the learning process is the 
fact the classes got to travel to Pierce to see the Plan- 
etarium. The field trips was short but enjoyable. The 
teachers hoped to create more Earth type field trips for 
the future. 

With all this enjoyment, one might have wondered 
how informative could this class be. Very informative! 
Glenn Smith, '99, very educatedly said, "I [have] 
learned the intricacies of many of the phenoma that ap- 
pear to be unexplained." Dragan Muvceski, '99, took 
the class because he thought it “would be interesting." 
And it proved to be interesting because he learned a lot 
about the universe as a whole, its formation, climate 
patterns, it’s composition, and how it functioned. With 
all these exciting experiments and interesting work 
Earth Science has proved to be a fascinating class.

“Yes, that’s my son/daughter. I’m so proud of his/her 
achievements in high school. He/she is going to IU in 
Bloomington next fall." 

Students learned the best way to cope with a variety of 
common problems and situations in the Parenting class 
taught by Betty Barsley-Marra. Parenting, a course in the 
Family and Consumer Science department, emphasized the 
life skills a person needed to be a good mother or father. 

The semester long class concentrates on the parent's 
role in the physical, emotional, social, moral and intel- 


lectual development of the child. 

Barsley-Marra said, “The importance of mothering and 
fathering is stressed when discussing issues relating to 
healthy children and building a positive parent-child rela- 
tionship." 

Students learn the things necessary to have healthy, 
happy children from the correct types of baby furniture 
to choose to how to deal with the emotional needs of 
an older child, for example, students learn that cribs 
with narrow space between the rails are safest because 
a baby can get its head caught between the rails if they 
are five to six inches apart. 

This course overlaps slightly with the Child Develop- 
ment class because students must understand how chil- 
dren develop in order to learn what the parent's role in 
that development should be. 

Some students even admitted that taking this class had 
helped them to understand some of the problems that 
they or their siblings had caused for their own parents. 
Other students said that they hoped the things they 
learned in the course would help them be better par- 
ents for their own children when that time comes.

Why did you take SAT's and ACT's? Everyone had the same 
answer, “to get into college.” However, everyone who took 
the SAT and/or the ACT did not end up going to college. 
SAT’s basically recorded the progress you made and the 
skills you obtained in school. 

Most colleges will not accept a student unless they took one, 
or both, of these tests. Yet taking the test was not enough, 
the student must pass the test. 

Opinions varied on how hard the tests were. Jon Rybicki 
said that the tests were not that hard at all, and Lattoya 
Jefferson claimed it was just like taking the CTBS test. 

A lot of people thought that it would be easier to get into the 
college of their choice if the tests were not required. But, 
they admitted some colleges would be over populated and 
it would be twice as hard to learn anything in those big 
classes. 

Other people believed students should not have to take the 
SAT or ACT to get into college. They said that the only test 
students should have to take to enter college was the place- 


ment test, so colleges would know what level of classes the 
students should be in . 

If you were a student who planned to go to college, you 
took and passed one of the two tests to get accepted. 

If you planned on going further in your education but not 
taking the SAT or the ACT, there was one other option: 
technical college. Some technical colleges were not worried 
about your test scores; they were just worried about what 
you could do in the field you planned to make your career. 
Some technical colleges only focus on the career of your 
choice. Therefore, you would not have to take any English, 
algebra, geometry, or history classes. However, the degree 
the students would receive would only be an Associates’ 
Degree. That could be good and bad. 

The reason it could be good was that you would not have to 
go through general education classes, and you will graduate 
faster. The bad thing about this would be that if you decided 
that you wanted to go to college later, you will have to start 
from the beginning. What would you rather do, take SAT's 
or ACT’s or go to a technical college?
